The joint commission of the Florida 
legia'ucure inves gnting — reporied 
brutalities in state and county convict 
camps heard gruesome testimony in 
connection with the death of Martin 
Talbert of North Dhkota, who died 
while serving a sentence in the camp 
of the Putnam Lumber Conipany near 
Clara, Fla. 

A. B. Shivers, former convict guard 
at the Putnam camp, held the com- 
mittee spellbound as he related how 
prisoners were flogged by the “whip. 
ping. boss’. He declared whipping 
was ai daily occurrence. Shivers

Sheriff J. R. Jones admitted that Ke 
had entered into a gontract with the 
Patnam company where by he was) to 
receive $20 for eachiman he delivered 
to the camp. He further admitted 
that after adding yarious fees and 
deducting cost of transportation af 
prisonrs under guard from Tallas 
haseee to the camp, a distance of 65 
miles, he would average a profit: of} 
approximately $23 on each prisoner. 

Shivers testified that many of the 
prisoners under his pupervision—Tal. 
bert worked in his gang—were forced 
to work from sun-up to sun-down in 
the swamps in water ranging from 
the ankles to the hipg in depth. 

When they returned to the guard- 
house one night Higginbotham, Shiv- 
ers declared, lined up the prisoners 
and called Talbert out of the line. “Get 
down. Higginbotham told Talbot”, 
Shivers said. “The youth lay down on 
his stomach”, the witness said, “and 
Higginbotham pulled up his shirt 
sleeves. He gave him about 30 licks 
as Talbert groaned and screamed for 
mercy. Talbeit kept on twitching his 
body,, so Higginbatham placed the 
heel of his boot on the youth’s neck 
to make him keep bis body rigid. He 
then gave him about 40 or 50 more 
licks”. 

“Higginbotham told Talbert to get 
up and the boy was a little slow 
about it, so Higginbotham said “You 
can’t work yet, he?’ and pushed the 
boy down on the ground again. This 
time he gave him about 25 licks. He 
told Talbert to get up and when the 
boy straightened up Higginbotham 
made a pass at him with the handle 
of the strap. He missed him and 
Talbert staggered around in a half 
circle with Higginbotham hitting him 
over the head and shoulder”, declared 
Shivers.
